1.  AUTHORITY  AND  PURPOSES:  This  Ordinance  is  enacted  pursuant 
to  authority  conferred  by  RSA  31:39,  relating  to  the  power  of  Towns 
to  make  by-laws,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof,  and  to  the  law  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  as  declared  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
Hampshire,  for  the  purposes,  by  providing  for  the  reasonable  regula- 
tion of  private  dumps,  motor  vehicle  and  machinery  junk  yards,  house 
trailers  and  mobile  homes,  and  advertising  signs  and  billboards,,  of  con- 
tributing toward  the  advancement  of  public  health,  safety  and  morality, 
the  conservation  of  private  property  values,  the  encouragement  of  the 
most  appropriate  use  of  land,  the- facilitation  of  adequate  transporta- 
tion routes,  water  supplies  and  sewerage  disposal,  the  prevention  of 
conditions  constituting  public  or  private  nuisances  and  fire  hazards, 
and  the  preservation  and  promotion  of  the  natural  resources,  attractive- 
ness, desirability  as  a  place  to  live,  prosperity,  historical  character,  and 
general  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Weare,  New  Hampshire;  and  these  fac- 
tors shall  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  such  other 
tribunals  as  may  be  called  upon  to  interpret  and  apply  the  provisions 
hereof,  as  guides  for  the  exercise  of  discretion  in  the  adjudication  of  all 
matters  arising  under  this  Ordinance.  2.  PRIVATE  DUMPS:  No  person 
or  organization  shall  dump,  leave,  place  nor  cause  to  be  dumped,  left 
or  placed  in  this  Town  any  chemical  or  commercial  waste  matter  or 
any  animal  or  other  substance  liable  to  become  putrid,  offensive  or 
injurious  to  the  public  health,  except  at  the  Town  Dump,  so-called. 
and  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  established  relative  to  same. 
3.  MOTOR  VEHICLE  OR  MACHINERY  JUNK  YARDS:  No  person  or 
organization  shall  locate,  establish,  operate  or  conduct,  nor  allow  to  be 
located,  established,  operated  or  conducted,  upon  his  or  its  property 
a  motor  vehicle  or  machinery  junk  yard  as  defined  in  Chapter  26"  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  1955  ("267:1 
Definitions,  (a)  The  term  "motor-vehicle  junk  yard"  as  used  herein 
shall  include  any  business  and  any  place  of  storage  or  deposit,  whether 
in  connection  with  another  business  or  not.  which  has  stored  or  depo- 
sited two  or  more  unregistered  motor  vehicles  which  are  no  longer 
intended  or  in  condition  for  legal  use  on  the  public  highways,  or  used 
parts  of  motor  vehicles  or  old  iron,  metal,  glass,  paper,  cordage,  or 
other  waste  or  discarded  or  second-hand  material  which  has  been  a 
part,  or  intended  to  be  a  part,  of  any  motor  vehicle,  the  sum  of  which 
parts  or  material  shall  be  equal  in  bulk  to  two  or  more  motor  vehicles. 
"Motor-vehicle  junk  yard"  shall  also  include  any  place  of  business  or 
storage  or  deposit  of  motor  vehicles  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
mantling the  vehicles  for  parts  or  for  use  of  the  metal  for  scrap  and 
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where  it  is  intended  to  burn  material  which  are  parts  of  a  motor  vehicle 
or  cut  up  the  parts  thereof,  (b)  The  term  "machinery  junk  yard"  used 
herein  shall  mean  any  yard  or  field  used  as  a  place  of  storage  in  which 
there  is  displayed  to  the  public  view,  junk  machinery  or  scrap  metal 
that  occupies  an  area  of  five  hundred  square  feet."),  and  acts  amenda- 
tory thereof,  unless  and  until: 

A.  The  Selectmen,  upon  written  application  to  them  by  the  owner  of 
the  land  upon  which  such  motor  vehicle  or  machinery  junk  yard  is 
proposed  to  be  located,  and  after  a  public  hearing  as  to  which  fourteen 
(14)  days  notice  shall  have  been  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  area,  have  found  the  existence  of  such  junk  yard  at 
the  proposed  location  thereof  to  be  consistent  with  the  purposes  of 
this  Ordinance,  and  have  issued  a  permit  therefor,  and  B.  Said  junk 
yard  be  located  not  less  than  two  hundred  (200)  feet  from  any  public 
highway,  play  yard,  school-yard,  church-ground,  cemetery  or  river,  be 
completely  fenced  or  otherwise  screened  from  view  from  any  public 
highway  and  also  be  maintained  in  accordance  with  applicable  state 
statutes  and  other  laws  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance. 

A  permit  issued  in  accordance  herewith  shall  be  valid  for  one  year 
from  the  date  thereof  only,  shall  be  renewed  only  after  re-application 
therefor,  and  a  finding  by  the  Selectmen  that  the  subject  junk  yard  is 
being  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  purposes 
hereof,  and  shall  be  revoked  by  said  Selectmen  if  the  operation  of  said 
junk  yard  is  found  to  be  in  violation  of  this  Ordinance  or  inconsistent 
with  the  purposes  hereof.  4.  HOUSE  TRAILERS  AND  MOBILE 
HOMES:  No  person  or  organization  shall  locate,  park,  keep  or  main- 
tain nor  allow  to  be  located,  parked,  kept,  or  maintained  upon  his  or 
its  property  a  house  trailer  or  mobile  home  except  in  strict  compliance 
with  the  following: 

A.  Any  person  or  persons  upon  whose  property  a  house  trailer  or 
mobile  home  is  desired  or  intended  to  be  located,  parked,  kept,  or 
maintained  shall,  prior  to  the  location  or  parking  of  such  house  trailer 
or  mobile  home  upon  such  property,  first  submit  a  written  application 
for  a  Temporary  House  Trailer  or  Mobile  Home  Permit  to  the  Select- 
men, together  with  an  application  fee  in  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  dol- 
lars ($25.00)  which  shall  be  applied  toward  the  costs  of  the  notice, 
hearing,  and  other  expenses  of  printing  copies  of,  and  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of,  this  Ordinance,  and  shall  in  no  event  be  refundable. 
Upon  receipt  of  any  such  schedule  a  public  hearing  as  to  same,  with 
respect  to  which  (1)  a  notice  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  area  and  (2)  written  notice  shall  be  mailed, 
via  registered  or  certified  mail,  to  the  owners  of  all  properties  abutting 
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or  directly  across  any  abutting  street  or  road  from  the  property  where 
the  subject  trailer  or  mobile  home  is  proposed  to  be  located,  which 
notices  shall  be  published  and  mailed  at  least  fourteen  (14)  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  such  hearing.  At  any  such  hearing  the  Selectmen  shall 
take  into  consideration  the  opinions  of  all  persons  desiring  to  speak  for 
or  against  the  location  of  the  proposed  trailer  or  mobile  home,  and 
shall  accord  particular  significance  to  the  consent  or  objections  of  per- 
sons owning  properties  abutting  on,  or  within  sight  of  said  property 
where  the  subject  trailer  or  mobile  home  is  proposed  to  be  located. 
No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  unless  the  Selectmen  find  the  location 
and  maintenance  of  the  particular  house  trailer  or  mobile  home  by  the 
applicant  at  the  proposed  site  therefor  to  be  consistent  with  all  appli- 
cable Purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  Paragraph  1  hereof. 

B.  Upon  an  affirmative  finding  by  the  Selectmen  as  to  any  such  ap- 
plication, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof,  they  shall  issue  a 
Temporary  House  Trailer  or  Mobile  Home  Permit  to  the  applicant, 
which  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  forty-five  (45)  days  and  not  longer, 
and  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  such  period  unless  the  applicant  has  in 
the  meantime  caused  the  subject  house  trailer  or  mobile  home  (1)  to  be 
located  on  a  tract  of  land  at  least  thirty  thousand  (30,000)  square  feet 
in  area  and  with  a  frontage  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet  or  greater  on  a 
public  or  access  road,  (2)  to  be  serviced  by  an  adequate  sewerage  dis- 
posal system  situated  as  defined  by  State  Statutes  and  approved  by  the 
Town  Health  Officer,  (3)  to  be  connected  to  a  well  providing  running 
water  meeting  the  purity  requirements  of  the  New  Hampshire  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Welfare,  Division  of  Public  Health  Services,  and 
(4)  has  caused  the  exterior  walls  of  said  trailer  or  mobile  home  to  be 
completely  enclosed,  except  for  necessary  ventilating  windows,  at  the 
base  with  continuous  wall  or  foundation  constructed  of  poured  con- 
crete, or  cinder  block,  cement  block,  field  stone  or  brick  which  has 
been  cemented  together.  Upon  a  finding  by  the  Selectmen,  after  an 
inspection  of  the  subject  house  trailer  or  mobile  home,  that  all  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  have  been  complied  with  within  said  forty- 
five  (45)  day  period,  and  not  otherwise,  they  shall  issue  the  first  Annual 
House  Trailer  or  Mobile  home  Permit  to  the  applicant,  to  be  valid  until 
the  following  April  first. 

C.  An  Annual  House  Trailer  or  Mobile  Home  Permit  renewal  is  re- 
quired each  year.  This  renewal  will  be  issued  only  after  an  affirmative 
finding  by  the  Selectmen  after  inspecting  the  subject  house  trailer  or 
mobile  home  and  the  property  it  is  situated  on,  that  it  is  being  main- 
tained in  accordance  and  purpose  of  the  Ordinance.  Any  such  permit 
shall  immediately  be  revoked  by  the  Selectmen  in  the  absence  of  an 
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affirmative  finding  hereunder,  and  shall  not  be  re-issued  except  after 
full  compliance  with  all  requirements  of  Sub-paragraphs  A  and  B  hereof. 
D.  Upon  the  denial  of  an  application  for  a  Temporary  House  Trailer 
or  Mobile  Home  Permit  hereunder,  no  application  for  another  such 
permit  relative  to  the  same  property,  or  any  other  portion  of  a  tract  of 
land  which  encompasses  and  includes  the  same  property,  shall  be  eli- 
gible for  consideration  until  after  the  second  (2nd)  anniversary  of  the 
date  of  original  denial.  5.  ADVERTISING  SIGNS  AND  BILLBOARDS: 
No  person  or  organization  shall  display,  nor  cause  nor  allow  to  be  dis- 
played, for  a  period  longer  than  thirty  (30)  days,  upon  his  or  its  pro- 
perty any  advertising  signs  or  billboards  except  such  as  offer  the  pro- 
perty upon  which  they  are  located  for  sale  or  rent,  or  advertise  the 
local  business  of  the  owner  of  the  property  upon  which  they  are  loca- 
ted or  his  tenant;  provided  that  neon,  tubular  gas,  flashing,  blinking, 
and  other  signs  which  tend  to  unduly  distract  motor  vehicle  drivers, 
and  detract  from  the  aesthetic  and  natural  beauty  of  the  surrounding 
area,  are  prohibited  altogether. 

6.  ENFORCEMENT  AND  PENALTIES:  This  Ordinance  shall  be  en- 
forced by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  the  cooperation,  advice,  and 
assistance  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  Fire  Chief,  and  Health  Officer  of 
Weare;  and  upon  any  well-founded  complaint  of  a  violation  of  any 
provision  hereof  the  Selectmen  shall  mail  to  the  alleged  violator  a  re- 
quest that  such  violation  cease.  If  said  request  is  not  complied  with 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  date  of  mailing  same,  the  Selectmen 
shall  file  in  the  name  of  the  Town  a  complaint  against  the  alleged 
violator  in  the  Goffstown  District  Court,  and  any  person  or  organiza- 
tion there  convicted  of  a  violation  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  Ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  day  of  each  violation  thereof. 
In  addition,  or  in  the  alternative,  the  Selectmen  may  take  immediate 
steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunc- 
tion against  any  violation  hereof  in  the  Superior  Court  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, or  by  means  of  other  appropriate  legal  proceedings. 

7.  APPEAL-TIME  TO  TAKE-BURDEN  OF  PROOF:  Any  person  or 
organization  aggrieved  by  a  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  have  a  right  of  appeal  from  said 
decision  of  the  Selectmen  to  the  Superior  Court,  provided  that  said 
appeal  be  filed  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  date  of  the  decision  ap- 
pealed from.  Upon  the  hearing  in  the  Superior  Court,  the  burden  of 
proof  shall  be  upon  the  party  seeking  to  set  aside  any  order  or  decision 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  show  that  the  same  is  unreasonable  or 
unlawful,  and  all  findings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  upon  all  questions 
of  fact  properly  before  them  shall  be  deemed  to  be  prima  facie  lawful 
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and  reasonable;  and  the  order  or  decision  appealed  from  shall  not  be 
set  aside  or  vacated,  except  for  errors  of  law,  unless  the  court  is  per- 
suaded by  the  balance  of  probabilities  on  the  evidence  before  it  that 
said  order  is  unjust  or  unreasonable. 

8.  EXEMPTION  OF  EXISTING  USES  -  AMORTIZATION  PERIOD: 
Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  prevent,  restrict,  or 
limit  in  any  way  or  to  any  degree  any  use  of  land  or  buildings  existing 
on  the  effective  date  hereof;  provided  that  no  private  dump  or  motor 
vehicle  or  machinery  junk  yard  as  defined  herein  except  as  are  main- 
tained with  respect  to  existing  garages,  service  stations,  or  used  car 
businesses,  shall  continue  for  more  than  one  year  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  Ordinance. 

9.  SEPARABILITY  CLAUSE:  The  invalidity  of  any  clause,  section, 
provision  or  portion  of  this  Ordinance  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
any  other  clause,  section,  provision  or  portion  hereof. 

10.  AMENDMENT:  This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote  of  any  legal  town  meeting  provided  that  any  proposed  amendment 
shall  have  been  published  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  at  whicn  it  is 
to  be  acted  upon,  and  further  provided  that  at  least  fourteen  (14)  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  such  meeting,  notice  of  any  amendments  to  be 
proposed  thereat  shall  have  been  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  area. 

11.  PUBLICATION:  Upon  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  and  any 
amendments  hereto,  the  Selectmen  shall  cause  copies  of  same,  setting 
forth  the  effective  dates  thereof,  to  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the 
Town  and  made  available  to  residents  of  the  Town  and  other  interested 
persons  upon  request,  and  also  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  area. 

12.  EFFECTIVE  DATE:  This  Ordinance,  and  any  amendment  hereto, 
shall  be  effective  upon  adoption  by  a  majority  vote  of  any  legal  town 
meeting,  (by  petition)

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  $25,000.00,  $15,000.00  for 
winter  roads  and  $10,000.00  for  summer  roads. 

A  motion  for  $25,000.00  -  $15,000.00  for  winter  roads,  and 
$10,000.00  for  summer  roads  was  seconded.  After  some  discussion, 
the  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  general  expenses  of  the  Highway  Department. 

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  $10,000.00. 

A  motion  by  Bernard  Phelps  to  accept  the  recommendation  of

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  Weare  Police  Department. 

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  $7,500.00.  After  explanation 
by  Gilbert  Bockus  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  Chief  Gerald  Hight, 
a  motion  by  Robert  Hyman  was  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$7,500.00  for  the  Weare  Police  Department.  More  discussion  followed. 
The  vote  was  negative  —  motion  lost.  A  motion  to  table  Article  9  and 
combine  it  with  Article  27  was  supported  and  the  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  Weare  Fire  Department. 

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  $5,500.00. 

A  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  $5,500.00  for  the  Weare  Fire  De- 
partment was  seconded,  and  after  little  discussion,  the  vote  was  af- 
firmative. 

ARTICLE  1 1 :  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  cemetaries.

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  $150.00. 

A  motion  for  this  amount  was  supported  and  the  vote  was  affirma- 
tive. 

ARTICLE  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  shall  vote  as  recommended  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  that  the  Town  Forest  (described  in  1960 
Annual  Report  as  "750  acres,  Town  Forest,"  then  valued  at  $7,500.00) 
be  held  as  Town  Property  and  conserved  by  the  Town  in  the  Public 
Interest  as  an  open  space  asset  and  that,  thereafter  the  Town  Forest 
land  shall  not  be  rented,  leased,  or  sold,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  private 
development  or  private  use,  and  that  any  previous  action  giving  au- 
thority to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  rent,  lease,  or  sell  Town  Forest 
land,  in  whole  or  in  part,  is  hereby  rescinded;  provided  however,  this 
shall  not  prohibit  the  care  of  the  land  and  forest  by  the  Town,  in  ac- 
cordance with  good  forestry  management  and  conservation  as  directed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

A  motion  to  adopt  this  article  as  read  was  seconded  and  discussion 
was  lively.  Among  the  speakers  were:  Joseph  A.  Souter,  Gordon  C. 
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Brown,  Walter  PJ.  Brennan,  Edward  Gallagher,  Elizabeth  Straw,  Harold 
O.  Hall.  The  vote  on  this  article  was  in  favor  of  adoption  as  read. 

A  recess  to  allow  voters  to  cast  their  ballots  was  called  and  after 
those  wishing  to  vote  had  done  so,  the  meeting  was  again  called  to 
order  at  9:30  P.M.  to  continue  with  the  warrant. 

ARTICLE  19:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  would  raise  and 
appropriate  to  establish  a  Conservation  Fund  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  36  A,  R.S.A. 

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  $750.00. 

A  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  $750.00  for  a  Conservation  Fund 
was  seconded.  This  article  was  explained  at  considerable  length  by 
Wilfred  Lahey.  A  few  questions  were  asked  and  answered.  The  vote  was 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  Civil  Defense. 

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  $500.00. 

A  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  for  Civil  Defense  was 
seconded.  An  amendment  by  Harold  E.  Thomson  that  any  balance  be 
carried  over  year  to  year  was  accepted.  Vote  was  affirmative. 

Polls  were  declared  closed  at  10:00  P.M. 

ARTICLE  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  readjust  the  Town 
Officers'  salaries. 

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  Each  Selectman  receive 
$1,000.00  annually  instead  of  the  $600.00,  $700.00,  $800.00  as  at 
present;  the  Treasurer's  salary  be  increased  by  $100.00  to  $600.00 
annually,  and  that  the  Bookkeeper  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  re- 
ceive $200.00  annually. 

A  motion  by  Wilfred  Lahey  and  seconded,  that  the  recommendation 
be  accepted  was  discussed.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  for  expenses  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  $400.00. 

A  motion  to  take  up  this  article  after  article  25  was  seconded.  The 
vote  was  questionable.  The  motion  was  then  withdrawn.  It  was  then 
moved  that  Article  25  be  taken  up.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  25 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  disband  the  Planning 
Board.  (By  Petition) 

A  motion  to  dismiss  this  Article  was  withdrawn. 

Returned  to  Article  22. 

A  motion  to  raise  $400.00  under  Article  22  was  seconded.  A  vote  by 
paper  ballot  was  requested. 

Total  vote  cast  218.    Yes:  121  No:  97 
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It  was  then  moved  and  seconded  that  any  balance  be  carried  over  to 
the  following  year.  Vote  affirmative. 

A  new  motion  to  take  up  Article  25  was  voted  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  25:  A  motion  by  Robert  L.  Hyman  to  dismiss  this  article 
was  supported.  After  some  discussion  the  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  empower 
the  Planning  Board  to  approve  or  disapprove  in  its'  discretion,  plots 
showing  new  streets  or  the  widening  thereof,  or  parks,  and  upon  adop- 
tion of  the  Article  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  file  with 
the  Registry  of  Deeds  of  the  County  of  Hillsborough,  a  certificate  or 
note  showing  that  the  said  Planning  Board  has  been  duly  authorized, 
giving  the  date  of  authorization,  as  provided  in  Section  19-29  inclusive, 
Chapter  36  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955. 

A  motion  to  dismiss  this  article  was  seconded  and  discussion  fol- 
lowed. The  vote  was  negative.  It  was  then  moved  that  Article  23  be 
accepted  as  read.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  24:  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  relocate  Mount  Dear- 
born Road  at  the  so-called  Farley  place,  leaving  the  road  at  a  point  not 
more  than  500  feet  north  of  the  Philbrick-Bailey  cemetary  and  re- 
turning to  the  road  at  the  junction  of  Mount  Dearborn  and  Saw  Mill 
roads,  all  expenses  to  be  borne  by  the  owner  of  the  so-called  Farley 
place."  (By  petition) 

A  motion  to  dismiss  this  article  was  seconded.  Discussion  followed 
with  several  speakers.  It  was  brought  out  that  this  would  put  a  very 
sharp  V-shaped  turn  in  the  road  at  the  Philbrick-Bailey  cemetary  at 
the  foot  of  a  hill,  which  would  be  dangerous  to  negotiate  at  anytime 
and  it  would  also  be  impossible  to  keep  in  satisfactory  condition  many 
times  in  the  winter  for  the  mail  route.  The  vote  was  affirmative  for 
dismissal  of  the  article. 

ARTICLE  26:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck  to  replace  Truck  No.  4. 

Finance  Committee  recommendation:  None. 

A  motion  by  Wilder  D.  Tenney  to  raise  and  appropriate  $19,000.00 
for  a  new  fire  truck  was  supported  by  Frederick  Cleveland.  Discussion 
followed.  It  was  pointed  out  that  Truck  No.  4  is  almost  23  years  old, 
and  it  is  hard  to  get  parts  to  repair  it  when  necessary.  Also  insurance 
on  old  vehicles  of  this  type  is  increasing  in  cost,  and  other  trucks  will 
also  have  to  be  replaced  within  a  few  years.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

A  motion  by  Robert  Munro  was  seconded  and  it  was  voted  to  finance 
the  fire  truck  over  a  seven  year  period. 

ARTICLE  27:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  a  Police  Cruiser,  40%  of  the  cost  to  be 
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furnished  by  the  Federal  Government  under  the  National  Highway 
Safety  Act. 

A  motion  to  dismiss  this  article  was  seconded  and  discussed.  The  vote 
was  unanimous  for  dismissal. 

ARTICLE  9:  A  new  motion  for  Article  9  by  Robert  Hyman  to  raise 
$6700.00  for  the  Weare  Police  Department  was  seconded  and  the  vote 
was  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  28:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

Thei  following  resolution  was  read  by  Raymond  L.  Rogers:  "Be  it 
resolved  that  this  Town  Meeting  go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  any 
State  Sales  and  or  Income  Taxes,  and  that  any  future  action  regarding 
the  same  be  the  subject  of  a  Special  State  Referendum  held  not  later 
than  15  March  1972." 

Raymond  L.  Rogers  then  made  the  preceeding  resolution  a  motion 
which  was  seconded.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

Proceeded  to  count  the  ballots. 

Announcement  of  Officers  elected  made  by  Moderator.  Voted  to 
adjourn  at  3  A.M.  March  10,  1971.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

WEARE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Calls  for  Police  totalled  345  for  1971,  an  increase  of  about  12%  over 
the  previous  year.  This  increase  has  been  steady  over  the  last  number 
of  years,  and  is  in  keeping  with  the  National  trend.  There  was  a  de- 
crease in  Motor  Vehicle  accidents,  but  an  increase  of  Motor  Vehicle 
Violations  of  the  law.  Breaking,  entering,  and  larceny  remained  about 
the  same. 

Assistance  to  other  Police  Departments  rose  sharply,  as  did  investi- 
gation of  suspicious  persons  and  complaints  of  committing  nuisances. 

The  stealing  of  articles  from  closed  up  camps,  and  summer  residences 
is  one  of  our  biggest  problems.  People  are  coming  into  towns  such  as 
ours  to  do  their  shopping  in  these  vacant  houses.  Household  articles, 
tools,  clothing,  bedding  and  furniture  are  taken  to  supply  the  homes 
of  the  thieves. 

Another  class  of  burglar  takes  money,  licquer,  television  sets,  por- 
table radios,  and  anything  that  can  be  turned  into  money  to  purchase 
drugs.  Some  have  stolen  articles  to  get  money  to  pay  their  fines, 
assessed  by  the  Courts  for  some  previous  crime. 

Be  observant  as  to  who  is  around  and  the  cars  they  travel  in.  Take 
down  Registration  numbers  of  any  cars,  suspicious  or  strange,  also 
description  of  persons  in  them  or  hanging  around.  They  may  be  looking 
over  your  place,  or  another  in  the  vicinity  to  burglarize. 

Do  not  let  any  strangers  in  your  house,  and  call  the  Police  for  a  check 
on  those  attempting  to  sell  you  articles  or  services.  Ask  for  identifica- 
tion and  check  it  out. 

Take  your  valuables  and  articles  which  are  desirable  to  steal  with 
you  when  you  leave  your  house  or  camp  for  a  period  of  time.  Money, 
guns,  radios,  televisions,  licquer,  and  tools  are  what  most  of  the  burg- 
lars are  after. 

Patrolling  of  the  town  is  a  big  problem.  Unscheduled  patrol  is  done, 
but  only  scratches  the  surface  of  a  town  as  big  and  scattered  as  Weare. 
Checking  of  camps  and  summer  residences  is  done  frequently. 

Daytime  robbery  is  common.  The  thieves  just  back  up  a  car  or  truck, 
load  in  what  they  want  and  nobody  gives  it  a  second  thought.  We  have 
got  to  have  more  assistance  from  the  public  to  catch  up  with  these 
robberies.  Be  observant  and  be  able  to  give  correct  and  detailed  infor- 
mation about  situations  you  observe.  They  may  not  look  suspicious, 
but  may  be  connected  to  the  breaking  into  buildings  and  stealing  of 
property. 
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More  patrol  should  be  done  nights  and  weekends  to  observe  what  is 
going  on,  as  well  as  for  traffic  control  and  motor  vehicle  violations. 

The  Minibike,  Snowmobile,  and  4  Wheel  Drive  Vehicles  all  add  to 
the  problem  of  breaks,  etc.,  in  remote  areas. 

Patrol  in  1971  cost  about  $2300  and  represents  650  hours  and  8000 
miles. 

It  is  still  possible  to  obtain  about  50%  of  the  cost  of  a  town  police 
vehicle  from  the  Highway  Safety  Program.  We  did  not  get  approval  for 
a  third  radio  on  the  State  Police  frequency,  which  we  need,  and  have 
not  as  yet  gotten  the  additional  frequencies  put  into  our  present  radios. 
These  items  budgeted  in  1971  will  have  to  be  included  in  the  1972 
budget.  These  items,  if  purchased  last  year,  would  have  used  the  re- 
mainder of  our  appropriation.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

WEARE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Alarms  answered  during  1971  numbered  32,  which  has  been  about 
average  for  the  last  few  years. 

Losses  were  low,  although  2  camps  at  Horace  Lake  were  totally  de- 
stroyed before  the  fire  was  discovered.  Nine  building  fires,  1  chimney 
fire,  6  motor  vehicle  fires,  2  brush  fires,  4  dump  fires,  2  oil  heater  fires, 
2  nuisance  fires,  3  investigations  of  smokes,  1  false  alarm,  and  2  fires  in 
cooking  stoves  were  responded  to. 

Several  of  those  building  fires  were  set  as  a  prank,  and  while  the 
buildings  burned  were  of  little,  or   no  value,  it  constitutes  arson,  which 
is  a  serious  crime. 

The  Forest  Fire  season  was  very  favorable,  a  wet  season,  keeping 
down  the  number  of  brush  and  grass  fires.  Burning  may  be  done  only 
with  a  permit,  and  then,  only  under  proper  conditions.  Call  the  Forest 
Fire  Warden  for  a  permit.  Use  care  with  all  fires. 

Five  fires  responded  to  were  out  of  town.  Mutual  Aid  is  one  of  the 
most  important  phases  of  fire  control.  No  one  knows  when  help  from 
other  towns  may  be  needed  here.  We  may  need  to  call  out  of  town 
assistance,  not  for  additional  equipment,  but  for  manpower,  during 
the  day,  when  most  men  in  Weare  work  out  of  town.  Changes  were 
made  in  No.  1  truck  to  enable  fewer  men  to  more  quickly  get  into 
operation  at  a  fire.  Speed  in  reporting  fires,  quick  response,  and  prompt 
and  efficient  extinguishment,  are  what  keep  fires  and  losses  from  fires 
small. 

A  new  truck  is  on  order  to  replace  No.  4,  which  is  23  years  old.  This 
truck  will  be  more  efficient,  and  will  include  additional  equipment,  a 
generator,  lights,  better  ladders,  and  have  additional  space  to  carry  air 
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masks,  protective  clothing,  more  hose,  a  smoke  ejector,  and  other 
equipment. 

The  Ramp  at  the  Center  Station  was  completed  and  the  old  Ramp 
hot  topped  over  as  well  as  the  Ramp  at  the  South  Weare  Station. 

Additional  equipment  included  200  ft.  IVz'  hose,  200  ft.  IW  hose, 
a  variable  volume  fog  nozzle,  coats  and  boots.  The  company  purchased 
several  suits  of  protective  clothing.  New  tires  were  purchased  for  the 
front  of  the  Tank  Truck. 

A  Rescue  Sled  was  built  to  go  behind  a  snow  mobile.  A  wire  basket 
litter  can  be  lashed  onto  it. 

Regular  monthly  meetings  and  monthly  training  meetings  were  held 
as  well  as  several  drills.  More  training  is  needed  to  bring  up  the  level  of 
efficiency.  The  fires  we  have  do  not  make  much  training  possible,  as 
they  are  few  and  small. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  and  the  Fire  Department  held  a  dance  as  well 
as  their  annual  Strawberry  Festival,  and  Christmas  Party. 

The  Red  Phone  operators  answered  over  475  calls  during  the  year: 
Calls  about  fires  50,  Rescue  59,  Police  216,  Information  45,  Services 
15,  Civil  Defense  5,  Power  Failures  8,  Lost  Dogs  14,  Forest  Fire  War- 
den 6,  Messages  delivered  1 1,  Wrong  Numbers  30,  False  Calls  11,  also 
several  others. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  substitute  something  different  for  a  reporting 
and  alarm  system  in  the  future.  This  Red  Network  operation  is  too 
confining  and  exacting  to  be  done  as  in  the  past. 

The  Rescue  Squad  answered  46  calls  during  the  year.  This  is  an  in- 
crease and  adds  to  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  Fire  Department. 
Allowances  should  be  made  for  it  in  the  appropriation. 

A  First  Aid  Course  was  held  but  was  not  well  attended.  More  firemen 
will  have  to  take  the  courses,  and  all  who  hold  Red  Cross  cards  are 
required  to  take  refresher  courses  every  three  years. 

The  new  law  regulating  Ambulances  makes  it  necessary  that  the  men 
operating  any  rescue  or  ambulance  function  be  trained.  Our  operations 
have  always  been  of  a  high  caliber,  and  our  rescue  and  transportation 
equipment  most  adequate  and  satisfactory.  Today,  the  so  called  ex- 
perts want  to  control  most  everything.  There  is  great  opposition  to 
this  new  law  and  its  administration. 

The  Electric  System  in  the  Central  Station  is  no  longer  adequate  for 
the  present  load  on  it.  The  steam  piping  from  the  furnace  will  have  to 
be  changed  over  as  a  result  of  the  demands  of  the  new  addition. 

Think  Fire  Prevention  all  the  year  and  we  will  all  gain.  Fires  are  al- 
ways a  loss  in  spite  of  insurance  we  may  have,  and  protection  from 
injury  or  loss  of  life,  goes  along  with  good  fire  prevention. 
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Keep  heating  systems  in  good  order,  clean,  and  properly  adjusted. 
Get  rid  of  rubbish,  and  make  your  home  fire  safe. 

The  assistance  to  the  department  by  the  people  of  Weare  is  appre- 
ciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

LEST  WE  FORGET  -  IT  CAN  HAPPEN  HERE 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds  of  homes  are 
more  prevalant  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry  seasons  and  strong  dry 
hot  winds  but  25  years  ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that 
devastated  large  areas  of  northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes 
with  rows  of  cellar-holes  and  chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer  vacation 
home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost  on  that  destructive  day  of  Octo- 
ber 23,  1947.  Nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New  Hampshire  but 
they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  all 
around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a  firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of 
carefulness  with  fire  at  all  times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protec- 
tion when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let  these  reminders  be  your 
guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard  a  firebrand  — 
a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The  burning  of 
household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your  town  has  rubbish  collection. 
Burning  of  grass  or  garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden 
first, 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed  and  if  they 
are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  Important  —  Instruct  your  children  in  the  danger  of  the  lighted 
match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass  or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous 
combination  which  leads  to  destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to  tragedy. 

The  past  year  —  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control  of  fires. 
There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns.  We  thank  those  who 
remembered  and  ask  others  to  heed  Smokey's  message.

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REPORT  BY 

THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

FOR  TOWN  MEETING  MARCH  1972 

The  Conservation  Commission  was  established  by  vote  of  Town  Meet- 
ing March,  1967.  It  is  authorized  under  state  law  RSA  36-A.  In  1971 
the  Town  voted  $750  to  establish  a  Conservation  Fund  to  accumulate 
from  year  to  year. 

For  conservation  purposes,  the  Commission  is  authorized  to  accept 
gifts  or  bequests  of  land  and,  for  its  Conservation  Fund,  gifts  of  money, 
all  subject  to  approval  by  the  Selectmen. 

No  request  is  made  by  the  Commission  for  an  appropriation  by  this 
Town  Meeting. 
Considerations  of  the  Commission  in  1971  have  included: 

Offering  of  town  and  road  maps  which  occasioned  consider- 
able interest  and  use. 

Greater  interest  in  the  Weare  Historical  Museum  was  encour- 
aged. The  Weare  Historical  Society  was  organized  as  a  result 
of  a  committee  originally  appointed  by  the  Commission. 
The  Commission  interested  the  Fish  and  Game  Department 
in  the  reclamation  and  conservation  of  a  meadow  area  for  fish 
and  wildlife.  This  awaits  and  depends  upon  acceptable  terms 
of  purchase  by  that  department. 

Further  study  given  to  ways  and  means  of  protecting  interests 
of  the  Town  from  extensive  and  rapacious  excavation  and 
removal  of  gravel.  Proposed  ordinance  prepared  for  considera- 
tion of  this  Town  Meeting. 

Preparation  of  proposal  for  grant  of  funds  by  the  Ford  Foun- 
dation for  engineering  study  of  sewage  pollution  condition  at 
center  schools  area  of  the  Town  and  for  consideration  of  this 
Town  Meeting. 

Certain  recommendations  by  the  Commission  had  been  de- 
layed by  elimination  of  the  Planning  Board.  Various  long  range 
aims  and  purposes  of  the  Commission  take  time  for  accom- 
plishment, as  for  example,  and  as  previously  stated,  "The 
best  investment  Weare  can  make  is  in  its  open  spaces  if  the 
Town  wants  to  maintain  its  four  season  natural  beauty"  —  de- 
pendent upon  public  policy  and  private  ownership  with  due 
regard  for  the  public  interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  WEARE 

I  herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  relating  to  the  schools  of 
Weare. 

The  reasonable  assignment  of  the  student  enrollment  for  the  1971-72 
school  year  necessitated  the  acquisition  of  temporary  classroom  space. 
Two  portable  classrooms  were  rented  and  have  proven  to  be  a  satisfac- 
tory temporary  solution  to  the  overcrowding  that  existed  in  both  the 
Weare  High  School  and  the  Weare  Central  School.

The  above  table  represents  an  increase  in  enrollment  in  excess  of  23% 
in  6  years. 

Weare  is  facing  a  serious  crisis  in  the  immediate  future  in  terms  of 
school  housing.  Comprehensive  studies  must  be  undertaken  to  make  a 
determination  of  our  specific  needs  and  the  best  solutions  to  our  prob- 
lems from  a  standpoint  of  the  educational  welfare  of  our  students  and 
the  general  economic  welfare  of  the  community. 
GUIDANCE 

The  Guidance  Department  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Jean  Merrill 
schedules  the  testing  programs  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Depart- 
ment of  Education  for  Grades  4,  6,  and  8  and  Sophomore  Preliminary 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  and  Stanford  Tests.  Preliminary  Scholastic 
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Aptitude  Tests  are  scheduled  for  college  applicants  on  a  voluntary 
basis.  Applications  are  made  available  for  juniors  and  seniors  to  take 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests  and  Achievement  tests.  Various  speakers 
meet  with  interested  students  relative  to  occupational  and  post-secon- 
dary school  information.  Branches  of  the  military  and  nursing  profes- 
sion have  made  presentations  to  the  students  who  have  elected  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  activities.  College  open  house  notices  are  posted  to 
notify  the  students  of  opportunities  of  visitations.  Conferences  on 
students'  grades  and  various  problems  arising  at  school  are  held  with 
students  when  necessary. 

Three  of  our  students,  planning  to  do  advanced  work  at  nearby  col- 
leges, have  applied  and  have  been  accepted.  We  have  completed  a  survey 
of  student  vocational  and  educational  interests  and  are  compiling  the 
results.  Members  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes  are  encouraged  to 
submit  applications  to  the  colleges  of  their  choice  early  in  their  pro- 
gram. Seniors  usually  complete  the  mailing  of  their  applications  early 
in  February  of  the  senior  year. 

BUILDING  NEEDS  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

There  is  currently  at  work  a  Building  Study  Committee  endeavoring 
to  determine  recommendations  to  make  to  the  citizens  relative  to  the 
building  program  that  Weare  should  undertake.  Serving  on  the  com- 
mittee are  Peter  Bechtel,  Joseph  Brennan,  Gordon  Brown,  James  Craig, 
John  Downes,  Roger  Griswold,  Joseph  Lanctot,  Eldon  Townes,  and 
Gordon  Traver. 

The  committee  has  met  with  representatives  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education  in  regard  to  curriculum  and  building  problems  faced  by 
Weare.  No  date  has  been  announced  for  a  final  report. 

GORDON  TRAVER,  PRINCIPAL 

After  an  absence  of  12  years,  during  which  time  Gordon  Traver 
served  as  a  teacher  in  the  city  of  Manchester  schools,  Mr.  Traver  re- 
turned to  Weare  to  once  again  assume  the  duties  of  Principal  of  the 
Weare  High  School  and  Central  School. 

Mr.  Traver  has  reorganized  the  schools  and  instituted  fair  practices  of 
school  procedure  generally  accepted  by  students,  parents,  school  board 
and  the  administrators.

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The  PTA  again  sponsored  a  dental  health  program  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  Dental  Bureau:  for  a  minimal  charge  per  child,  one  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  school  children  in  first  through  sixth  grades  re- 
ceived a  dental  appraisal,  had  their  teeth  cleaned,  and  were  given  an 
application  of  topical  flouride. 

A  film  on  menstrual  hygiene  was  shown  to  all  sixth  and  seventh  grade 
girls,  and  appropriate  literature  distributed. 

TB  skin  tests  were  given  to  all  but  a  few  members  of  the  school  staff, 
by  Miss  Constance  Martin,  R.N. 

Mrs.  Burton  from  the  State  Dental  Bureau  visited  all  the  children  in 
first  through  fourth  grades,  and  talked  to  them  about  the  importance 
of  good  dental  hygiene,  using  film  strips  and  demonstration  aids. 

One  staffing  was  attended  on  a  student  with  learning  disabilities  at 
the  Manchester  Rehabilitation  Center. 

A  Mother-Daughter  Life-Saving  program  sponsored  by  the  American 
Cancer  Society  was  made  available  by  the  School  Health  Department 
and  the  PTA  to  all  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  girls  and  interested 
mothers. 

A  program  on  venereal  disease,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Marie  Ericson 
from  the  State  Bureau  of  Communicable  Disease,  was  made  available 
to  all  high  school  students,  was  attended  by  fifty-eight  students  and 
four  teachers,  and  was  very  well  received. 

A  series  of  immunization  clinics  held  in  New  Boston  and  sponsored 
by  the  State  Department  of  Health,  were  advertised  and  made  immuni- 
zations available  to  Weare  pre-schoolers  and  children  in  first  through 
sixth  grades. 

Pre-school  registration  was  held  in  May.  Sixteen  children  attended 
and  were  screened  for  vision  and  hearing  defects  and  were  seen  by  a 
dental  Hygienist.  Another  pre-school  clinic  date  is  planned  for  August. 

We  should  like  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Superintendent,  the 
teachers,  the  School  Board,  and  to  parents  for  their  help  and  coopera- 
tion during  this  past  school  year.
